,Tba crop report.as of May 1st is the 
first report from this Dapartataat for 

1917. We hnve rereivrd ;in unusually 
btrge number of reports and the ma- 
jority of lhaaa gfracuadlUoiii at back- 
ward owing to the cold and dry 
wcatner prevailing. Only 70 per 
cent, of plowing for corn is done and 
but very Wtk vanthir. Tha gnmod 
has broken dry and cloddf. WVk 
favorable weather, condittoH wfll be 
greatly improved, 

From all parts of the State come re- 
ports to the afTaot that the farmers 
are awake to the seriousness of the 
feed and food situation and thajr are 
making attiMll tfforti tO faKTSase 
their prodocthm. Thia increaae would 
be much grtater if it were not for the 
high cost and scarcity of seed. 

Wheat: Much of the wheat was 
wintarMMhMia «iK rmaiatli re- 
ported as being thin on the ground. 
It has not shown the much hoped for 
improvement.

This Is accounted for by the fact 
that at whnti'ver point the water may 
enfi r.

Now, In the case of a modem ves- 
sel, which is built with numerous sub- 
divisions, it invarlahly happens that 
she founders with her bow or stern high 
out of the wafer; or else she sinka 
with a heavy list, or cant, to one side 
or the other.
